The rcactlons of individual ac- 
cuscd, Dr. Gilbert sald, were:— 

Gocring—He did not find it so 
funny, He was shaking. He pro- 
tects himself from reality by con- 
sclously going , through the act. 
He tried to act unconcerned but 
he could not hide his inner feel- 
ing. 

Fices—He pretended. that 
did not care and was not 
interested. He is a_ hys- 
terical personality. He is very 
likely to retreat again into ~ his 
shell, using either physical com- 
plaints or mystic ideas to protect 
him from reallty, He has now

third time slnce’ his captivity in 
England and is now in a com- 
paratively normal state. 

,Ribbentrop—He was dazed and 
{frightened after the sentence.)

Physical examinations lid 
uot reveal anything organically 
wreng. Hitler leaped . to the 
conclusion that he had cancee 
cf the stomach, and startea 
numbering his dhys. Thin 
hypochondriacal feeling kept 
him in a constant race against

His physicians believed that ho 
was suffering from. gastric neywro- 
sis, But the doctors were never 
able to prove their point. | Hitler 
would never permit a stomach 
X-ray or a simple gastric analysis, 
He drenched his mind with tha 
idea that he had stomach cancer, 
and threw himself into a state of 
perpetual hurry.
